Year in Most Industries 





Special from A, D, N, Washington Bureau 


Washington, Jan. 1.—The auto- 
motive and other industries, with 
the exception of textiles and coal, 
have-shown the highest totol pro- 
duction and consumption of com- 
modities of any year in history, 
Secretary of Commerce Hoover de- 
clared today in reviewing the eco- 
nomic progress of the country dur- 
ing 1926. 

“New and unknown currents will 
enter the new year,” he declared, 
“so there is no such thing as as- 
sured economic prophecy.” 

The past year has been a year 
of high degree of employment, 
which has been accompanied by 
the highest peak in real wages, 
“because wage income for the 
country has slightly increased and 
cost of living slightly decreased,”’ 
Secretary Hoover pointed out. 

“If we use the more precise 
term, ‘economic progress’, we find 
we have per capita as the result of 
the year 1926,” he said, “more and 
better homes, more electric lights 
and power, more transportation, 
more roads, more substantial build- 
ings, more radios and more auto- 
mobiles, more savings, more life 
insurance, and more of a lot of 








‘things. We also have more edu- 
cational facilities and more capit 
circulation of newspapers an 
magazines than ever before.” 
Secretary Hoover calis attentio 
to the fact that manufacturing ir ./ 
dustries have continued to improv 
their methods, to reduce costs an 
to improve their services. 
“While there has been a slacker 


Ping in production and demand fo 


several staple lines during the las 
few weeks,” the secretary contir 
ued, “we enter the new year wit 
no consequential overstock of man 
ufactured goods. ; 

“The lag of agricultural recoy 
ery has continued and has beé. 
accentuated by distressing cro 
failures in some localities. Cotto 
and some fruit crops beyond worl 
demand have brought about price 
below the cost of production o 
large areas of those commodities 
There is a consequent lowered buy 
ing power in some agricultural sec 
tions.

New Credit Corporation 
Will Back Instalment 
Selling of Automobiles 


EW YORK, Jan. 1.—Special regulations covering auto- 
mobile sales are included in the plan of operations 
under the newly incorporated American Rediscount Cor- 


poration. 
This company has been formed} 
in the interests of a nation-wide 


| 


reserve system for credit finance! 


companies to safeguard and guide 
installment selling. An advisory 
board of twenty-five bankers in 
different parts of the country is 
included. 

In a statement in relation to the 
formation of the corporation, this 
committee said:— 

“We have found that install- 
ment sales in many industries 
are advisable and necessary and 
that it is vital to increase domes- 
tic sales im such industries in 
order to maintain the present 
status of national prosperity. We 
have also found evidence of 
abuse in the methods of deferred 
payment sales, which, if allowed 
to continue, will result in losses 
to the public, banks, and the 
credit finance companies. There- 
fore, in order to safeguard the 
best interests of all concerned, 
it is necessary to have such a 
national organization as this sys- 
tem, which will rediscount paper 
for member credit finance com- 
panies that may qualify and 
comply with the rules.” 

In the operation of the system 
each credit finance company which 
is admitted will receive an affilia- 
tion certificate subject to revoca- 
tion by the corporation. The cor- 





poration will rediscount only one- | 


quarter of the amount established 
for the member company to bor- 
row, permitting the member 
borrow the remainder from 
present banking channels. 

Among the requirements will be 
periodic audits of member com- 
panies’ books by accepted certified 
accountants, uniform systems of; 
bookkeeping, a proper check of the 
physical property for which notes 
have been given by the purchaser, | 
maintenance of a 15 per cent. cash 
reserva against all outstanding 
loans, setting of a limit as to the) 
ratio of borrowings against capital 
and surplus, perfection of the sys- 
tem of trusteeship, limitation of 
automobile financing to twelve 
months, and down payments on 
new automobiles commensurate 
with the immediate depreciation of 
the car. 

The system will recommend 
limiting the amount of member 
companies’ purchases of paper 
on used cars proportionate to 
capital and to the amount of 
paper purchased on sales of new 
cars. No member company will 
be permitted to purchase- paper 
of used cars in greater amount 
than 33 1-3 per cent. of the sell- 
ing price of the new car, nor 
paper of second-hand cars un- 
less of an existing model less than 
two and one-half years old. The 
membcr company will be required 
to register all notes issued by it 
and sold to banks and the pub- 
lic, in order to prevent issuance 
of notes im greater proportion 
than the credit limits of the cor- 
poration. 

There will-be a department for | 
the prevention of fraud where each 
purchase of a member company will 
be registered in order to halt du- 
plication by dishonest dealers and 
purchasers.

Pedestrian Control 


™ HICH is the quickest way to St. Vincent’s Hospital?” 
asked the jaywalker standing in the middle of the 
street, as motorists tried to avoid hitting him. 

“Stay right where you are!” yelled back the traffic cop. 

This traffic japery comes from the National Safety 
Council, and underneath the humor there is a _ serious 
thought. As long as there are careless motorists there are 
going to be accidents. As long as there are careless. pedes- 
trians there are going to be accidents. As long as vehicular 
and pedestrian traffic must use the same streets and high- 
ways there are going to be accidents. 

Sooner or later, no matter what may be the expense, we 
are going to separate vehicular and pedestrian traffic so that 
the twain “never again shall meet.” But that is a somewhat 
distant cure. 

In the meantime there is open to us only remedy. We 
are doing our best to make motorists more careful and to 
protect pedestrians against the results of careless driving. 
In New York a new city ordinance gives the pedestrian even 
more protection than he has had before and places the entire 
duty of care on the vehicle driver. 

Up to the present time scarcely any attempt has been 
made to enjoin the pedestrian to greater care. If he so elects, 
he may seek the nearest way to the hospital in the center of 
any street in the most crowded section of any city. 

We have a rooted objection to placing the movements 
of pedestrians under police control. Our recent experiences 
with paternalistic laws have not tended to increase the 
popularity of this type of control. And yet the accident toll 
of modern traffic is fast reaching proportions that will 
force some action of this kind to protect the man on foot 
egainst his own carelessness. In the final analysis, it is no 
more of a hardship to have movement afoot controlled by 
the police than movement in vehicles. 
safety we must use every available means to alleviate the 
situation until we can reach the stage of complete cure. 


Insurance Assured 


ERY much to the surprise of most people concerned, the 

insurance companies in Massachusetts which had re- 
fiised to issue policies to taxicab and drive-yourself operators 
backed down and accepted the ruling of the officials without 
carrying the matter to court.

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Wider Expansion 
Of Exports in ’26

Indianapolis and other important 
centers. 

The increase in cur exports of 
rubber manufactures, particularly 
tires and casings, was chiefly, if 
not wholly, attributable to the 
higher prices of rubber. This trade 
is of interest not only to Akron, 
the greatest of our rubber centers, 
but to many other cities, such as 
Trenton, N. J. 

If 1927 should bring a lull in 
the unprecedented prosperity 
which we have enjoyed since 
1921, such as is predicted in some 
quarters, we may expect a mark- 
ed increase in export activity. 
The intelligent appreciation of 
foreign trade as a stabilizer of 
business is far more prevalent to- 
day than ever before and a sub- 
stantial proportion of our manu- 
facturers are equipped with at 
least the rudiments of some ex- 
port contacts and experience, 
which are available for expan- 
sion when the occasion requires. 

The past five years have wit- 
nessed an impressive growth in the 
export sense of American business. 
There is evidently a decidedly fav- 
orable outlook for the export of 
our manufactures because the 
world as a whole, except for a few 
areas, is enjoying fairly stable and 
gradually improving economic con- 
ditions. 

The business depression in Eng- 

land and the disposition of certain 
European countries to curtail their 
imports in order to bring about a 
less unfvorable balance of trade, 
are factors temporarily tending 
,to cut down world commerce. 
But with the. prosperity 
|progress in South America, the 
East Indian region, Canada, and 
various other parts of the world, 
total world trade held up fairly well 
in 1926, and our share in it—at 
least so far as concerns manufac- 
tured commodities—was more thon 
maintained. 
The import trade of the United 
; States has become: an enormously 
jimportant factor in the economic 
life of the world and the wide- 
spread significance of our prosper- 
ity, as a detriment of our buying 
power, is therefore obvious. 

The value of imports in the year 
just closed was in the neighborhood 
of $4,450,000,000, or about 5 per 
eéent. more than in 1925, nearly 
8 per cent. greater than in 1921, 
and nearly two and one-half times 
the largest pre-war value—that in 
the . fiscal year, as i June 30,

Closed Car Signal 


Special from A. D. N. Detroit Bureau 
Detroit, Jan. 1—Ernest N. 
Broderick, a Detroiter, is the in- 
ventor and designer of a novel 
and rather elaborate means for 
signaling from a closed car. 


The novel feature is that the 
lights at the rear are supplemented 
by additional lights mounted on 
the front fenders and visible from 
both front and rear of the car. The 
advantage lies in the showing of 
a signal clearly visible to a car 
overtaking the automobile bearing 
the signals, and to the pedestrian 
as well.
